Ever since the or- 
ganization of, the federal government in its present form, ta+ 
riff laws have been in force, and at-different periods | subse- 
quently additional laws have been-enacted, having for their 
_ object, not merely the raising of revenue, but the | encourage- 
‘ment and protection-of. the shipping interest of the country. 
While this interest was in its infancy, very heavy: discrimi-. 
nating duties on imports and tonnage in favor of. American 
ships were imposed, which sometimes operated as-an entire 
protiibition of importation in foreign vessels. 

These duties secured the building of American ive cand 
the employment of American seamen, and rendered perma- 
nent aAnd-prosperous the commerce of our country: nor were 
‘these discriminating laws repealed or modified until this - 
great interest of the : nation had acquired such strength as to 
render them unnecessary. Besides, large sums of money 
are annually appropriated to extend ample pr etection te the 
‘property and enterprize of our. merchants, in every quarter. 
of the world. The constit utionality of these lave has never 
been. questioned.. ; . . 

The committee do not perceive that dic power of Con- 
‘gress to. extend similar protection and encouragement to 
manufactures, is. in-any degree more limited or more doubt- 
ful. In fact, this power has been~ frequently exercised by 
Congress. The matufacture of many articies has been en- 
couraged and protected by means of duties whicli have been 
- imposed: upon- ‘their. importation, ard. these duties have been.

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imposed avowedly for the purpose of protection to the Atmer-. 
ican manufacturer. | 

“Under these. circumstances, your committee are of opinion, ; 
that a practical construction has been given to the constitu- 
_ tion on this subject. by the successive decisions of the gen- - 
“eral government, which cannot now be shaken. 

If the result to w ‘hich the committee has arrived be cor- 
rect, the only remaining ‘question is, the expediericy of the 
‘further interference of Congress. in aid of the eeuculnire 
and manufactures of the country. mG ah. . 

Experience bas shewn that the full protection | of mant- - 
factures from. foreign competition creates-a competition in- 
the home market. and the community are supplied with these 
articles, so protected, without any increase in price. The 
-state of New-Jersey has the means of contributing large 
qu antities of the raw materials of iron, wool, and flax, and 
has already” made very great. advances in the manufactures 
i these and other articles. The cultivation and improve- 

ent of these resources have become essentl al to on pros-
